ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE, 


SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN OF SALEM, N. H. 


In presenting our annual report, we can say that our schools 
have taken no backward step. We think that on the whole 
they have made progress in deportment, attendance, and 
thoroughness of work by both teachers and pupils. 

It has been the aim of the school board to hire suitable per- 
sons to teach our schools. 

We cannot always get first-class teachers for six dollars per 
week, but think that sum is enough for schools of six to 
twelve scholars. 

With but one or two exceptions, we have secured teachers 
who have done their work faithfully and well. 

In placing a person as teacher in any one of our schools, we 
cannot always predict that she will make a success of teaching 
that school. In our experience in scleeting teachers, we Thane 
found that a person who has not given entire satisfaction in 
one school, by placing her in) another school, she has met 
with perfect success. 

It does not follow that because a teacher is not successful 
in one school, that she will not be in another. 

Whenever we have found that a teacher was not having full 


control of the school over which she was placed, we have 


30 
remedied the matter as soon as consistent, with all concerned. 

We have aimed to secure teachers of good morals, for we 
beheve this to be an essential qualification in persons who are 
to have care of our children for the time that they are in school. 

In our experience on the school board, it seems advisable 
to not employ the same person as teacher in any one school for 
any great length of time. Sometimes it happens that a per- 
son may hold the good willand respect of her pupils for longer 
than two years, but rarely so. Weare still of the opinion that 
parents are not careful enough in causing their children to be 
more regular in attendance at school. We would earnestly 
urge upon parents this one thing, that they visit the school 
often and see for themselves the condition of the school. We 
believe it would encourage the scholars, and perhaps cause the 
teacher to be faithful in her work. 

The time lost last year in schools Nos. 5, 6 and 10, all but 
two weeks in grammar school, has or will be made up this 
year, This compels us to continue school 10 into March of 
1894. Invegard to the length of the school year, we are of 
the opinion that thirty weeks is a properlength. The ave age 
length of the schools of the state is a fraction over twenty-four 
weeks; in Rockingham county less than twenty-eight weeks, 
in Hillsborough county less than twenty-seven weeks, in Mer- 
rimack county less than twenty-five weeks, in Carroll county 
not quite twenty weeks. ‘The average length of schools in our 
county is a small fraction above any county in the state. There 
are but twenty-nine towns in the state which have over thirty 
weeks of school. Dover is the only place that has over thirty- 
six. weeks of schooling. 

The money voted by the district at the school meeting of 


last year for the repairs of certain school-houses, has been ex- 
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pended according to our best judgment. You have always 
been ready to vote all the money that your committee have 


asked for in the past, and as a result, we think the school- 
houses on the whole were never in better condition. Itseems 
as though the ‘*town system” of managing the schools resulted 
in keeping the school houses in better shape. 

Two of the schools are quite small, only six pupils each, but 
we have deemed it best for all concerned to not close them. In 
this case the matter of tuition or conveyance must be con- 
sidered. In school house No. 1 the placing of new seats and 


desks, new slate black-boards, and repairing the floor, walls 
and ceiling, has added much to the comfort of the pupils. 


ScHoot No.1. 


This school has been taught by Miss Edith S. Caldwell of 
Dunbarton, N. H., for the past five terms. In school work, 
Miss Caldwellis a faithfuland successful teacher. This school 
is one of the largest in town, and requires a teacher of experi- 


ence and ability. 
ScHoot No. 2. 


This school made good progress during the year. The first 
two terms taught by Miss Emma B. Gordon, the winter term 
by Miss Burtell. 

ScHoot No. 3 


Was taught by Miss Agatha Chase, of Salem, N. H., both 
fall and winter terms. Although this was Miss Chase’s first 
experience in teaching, she did excellent work. This school is 


now in good condition. 


Scuoou No. 4. 

Taught for the year by Miss Cora F. Taylor in a very 
thorough manner, This school has improved dyring the past 
year, 


og 


ScHOOL No. 5d. 
This school was taught by Miss Noyes, of Atkinson. Miss 
Noyes has labored faithfully in this school, and we think was 


well liked by both parents and scholars. 


SCHOOLS No. 6. 

The Grammar department was taught by Mrs. A. M. 
Wheeler, of Salem. Mrs. Wheeler being a teacher of a num- 
ber of years of experience, was well fitted to teach this school. 

The primary department of No. 6 school has been taught by 
Miss Sadie Woodman for a number of terms in succession, and 
for a person to teach the same school for so long a time is a 


good recommendation of itself. 


SCHOOL NO: 7. 
~ Miss L. V. Sherive has made a success in teaching this 
school for the past year. She seems to have won the confi- 


dence of both parents and pupils. 


SCHOOL No. 8. 

This school has had three teachers during the year, one for 
each term. Miss Myra H. Goodwin, as teacher of the winter 
ferm, has given entire satisfaction to parents and school board. 

ScHoot No. 9. 


Miss Goodwin taught this schoo] both spring and fallterms. 
The winter term was under the care of Mr. Charles T. Wood- 
buty of Salem, who also taught this school in the winter of 
189.1 and 1892, 
| ScHooLt No, 10, 

This school was taught in the spring and fall by Miss Fannie 
Woodinan, and her management of the school was all that 
the parents of the children attending this school could wish, 


The winter term is being taught by Ernest S, Silver, 
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We would not close this report without thanking you for 


your confidence in us during the year past.
